Postal Crime Probe Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A congressional probe of 
sptraling crime in the nation’s post offices was urged 
today by Sen. Charles M. Mathias, R-Md. 
Mathias cited an Associated Press report Monday 
on millions of dollars in thefts of credit cards, 
merchandise, guns, stocks and cash by postal workers. 
He said he doubted whether government ‘‘can 
effectively lead a nation «ide fight against crime when 
we apparently cannot cope with the infiltration of a 
few dishonest persons into the postal service.” 
The request for a thorough investigation was sent 
by Mathias to the Senate Government Operations 
Committee on which he serves and the General 
Accounting Office, Congress’ watchdog for the 
executive branch.
